Directors’  IReport. 


HHE  Directors  of  the  Sanitarium,  in  offering  to  the 
public  the  fifth  Annual  Report,  are  pleased  to  present 
the  same  gratifying  results  that  have  heretofore  been  shown. 
Much  more  has  been  accomplished  by  the  treatment  of  con¬ 
sumptive  cases  here  than  is  possible  when  patients  remain 
in  their  homes. 

The  fact  that  in  Germany,  France  and  England  sanitaria 
for  consumptives  are  increasing  rapidly  in  number  speaks 
more  forcibly  than  anything  else  for  the  success  of  such 
institutions.  America  is  far  behind  Europe  in  this  respect, 
although  the  importance  of  such  methods  of  treatment  is 
more  and  more  recognized  by  the  medical  profession  and  by 
the  community  at  large.  The  Sharon  Sanitarium  is  the  only 
one  for  this  special  purpose  in  New  England. 

As  the  result  of  an  appeal  to  the  public  a  year  ago 
enough  money  has  been  supplied  to  keep  the  institution  out 
of  debt  thus  far,  but  increased  funds  are  earnestly  asked  for, 
that  new  buildings,  on  the  cottage  or  pavilion  system,  may 
be  erected.  These  are  greatly  needed  to  supply  the  demands 
of  applicants.  It  is  especially  gratifying  to  the  Directors  to 
state  that  by  personal  appeal  the  number  of  “  annual  sub- 
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scribers”  has  been  largely  increased,  and  the  cordial  and 
generous  response  of  those  who  have  been  applied  to  shows 
very  clearly  the  attitude  of  the  community  on  this  subject. 
A  still  larger  number  of  subscribers  is  asked  for,  and  the 
smallest  sums  are  gratefully  received. 

As  stated  in  previous  reports,  the  annual  expenses  of  such 
an  institution  are  proportionately  large  when  compared  with 
others  of  similar  size.  This  is  largely  due  to  methods  which 
are  deemed  essential  to  the  purpose.  With  a  larger  number 
of  beds  the  expense  per  capita  could  be  reduced.  In  order  to 
get  the  opinion  of  an  expert  in  such  matters,  Prof.  Ellen 
Richards,  of  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology,  was 
consulted.  During  the  past  year  she  visited  the  Sanitarium, 
and  reported  that  in  her  opinion  the  household  expenses 
could  not  be  reduced  without  interfering  with  what  is  deemed 
essential  for  the  welfare  of  the  patients,  but  that  the  expense 
per  capita  would  be  reduced  wThen  the  institution  is  enlarged. 

Special  efforts  are  always  made  to  obtain  for  patients, 
when  they  leave,  different  forms  of  occupation  from  those 
in  which  they  were  engaged  when  the  trouble  began  ;  but 
even  when  this  has  been  impossible,  the  strict  hygienic 
rules  of  the  life  at  Sharon  prove  of  great  advantage  to  the 
patients  when  they  return  to  their  homes. 

The  Directors  again  wish  to  emphasize  the  fact  that  the 
Sanitarium  is  intended  solely  for  cases  in  which  signs  of 
pulmonary  disease  are  just  beginning,  and  is  not  meant  for 
advanced  cases  of  consumption. 
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Letters  are  continually  being  received  from  patients  who 
have  been  discharged  as  “  arrested  cases  ”  in  former  years, 
stating  that  they  have  remained  perfectly  well  since  leaving 
the  Sanitarium  ;  and  even  those  who  have  been  only  tem¬ 
porarily  relieved  have  in  many  cases  resumed  their  occupa¬ 
tions,  and  write  gratefully  of  the  care  they  have  received  at 
the  Sanitarium. 

The  Directors  wish  to  express  their  thanks  to  all  who 
have  aided  the  institution  in  any  way  ;  especially  the  ladies 
who  have  furnished  the  weekly  entertainments  during  the 
winter.  Their  special  thanks  are  due  to  Prof.  Ellen  Rich¬ 
ards,  who  kindly  gave  her  time  and  services,  and  to  the 
Boston  “Herald,”  “Transcript,”  and  “Advertiser”;  also 
to  the  Sharon  “Advocate”  and  Sharon  “  Enterprise,”  in  all 
of  which  papers  kindly  notices  and  appeals  for  aid  have  at 
times  been  printed. 

The  long-distance  telephone  which  was  placed  in  the 
building  last  year  by  the  kindness  of  one  who  has  been  most 
generous  to  the  Sanitarium  has  been  of  inestimable  advan¬ 
tage  in  enabling  the  physicians  in  town  to  communicate 
easily  with  the  inmates,  and  in  lessening  the  labors  of  the 
Matron  in  many  ways. 

During  the  year  the  Diredlors  have  with  regret  been 
obliged  to  receive  and  accept  the  resignations  of  two  mem¬ 
bers  of  their  board,  viz.,  Miss  M.  H.  Denny  and  Mrs.  Her¬ 
mann  F.  Duryea,  both  of  whom  have  taken  a  warm  interest 
in  the  Sanitarium. 
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In  closing  their  report,  the  Directors  make  an  earnest 
appeal  for  largety  increased  funds  to  enable  them  to  extend 
the  usefulness  of  the  Sanitarium.  The  sum  of  five  thousand 
dollars  has  been  given  as  a  nucleus  for  a  building  fund, 
but  it  is  thought  best  not  to  develop  the  plans  already  made 
for  the  enlargement  of  the  present  builing  until  the  fund 
reaches  fifteen  thousand  dollars.  An  endowment  fund  is 
also  desired,  and  a  still  larger  list  of  “  annual  subscribers,” 
the  smallest  sums  being  gratefully  received.

"^HE  number  of  new  patients  admitted  during  the  year 

-*■  following  March  i,  1895,  is  11. 

Number  of  patients  readmitted,  1. 

Six  of  these  were  really  incipient  cases. 

Six  were  more  or  less  advanced  cases,  of  which  2  were  hope¬ 
lessly  ill  and  were  admitted  as  a  means  of  temporary  relief 
only. 

The  number  of  patients  discharged  during  the  year  who 
were  in  the  Sanitarium  at  the  time  of  the  last  report  is  6. 
Of  these  5  were  discharged  as  “  arrested  cases.” 

(a)  Had  slight  signs  at  the  apex  of  one  lung. 

( b )  Was  a  suspected  case  of  phthisis. 

(c)  Had  slight  signs  at  the  apex  of  one  lung. 

( d )  Had  signs  in  both  lungs  quite  well  marked. 

( e )  Had  signs  at  the  apices  of  both  lungs. 

All  of  these  have  remained  well,  as  far  as  pulmonary 
symptoms  are  concerned,  since  they  left  the  Sanitarium. 
One  with  marked  signs  in  both  lungs  was  discharged  “  much 
improved,”  and  has  remained  at  home  during  the  winter, 
feeling  very  well. 

Of  the  12  admitted  since  the  last  report,  5  are  still  at  the 
Sanitarium,  ‘‘very  much  improved”  and  showing  good 
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signs  of  recovery  ;  7  have  been  discharged,  and  of  these  3 
were  “  much  improved  ”  ;  1  was  practically  an  “  arrested 
case,”  but  left  against  advice,  having  no  cough  or  expeClora- 
tion  after  a  three  months’  stay  only;  3  were  “not  im 
proved.” 

Although  the  Sanitarium  is  only  intended  for  people  who 
are  showing  the  early  symptoms  of  disease,  it  is  impossible, 
for  various  reasons,  to  exclude  certain  cases  for  which  there 
is  nothing  to  be  done  but  to  give  temporary  aid. 

The  physicians  add  their  solicitations  to  those  of  the  other 
directors,  for  increased  funds  to  carry  on  and  extend  the 
usefulness  of  this  work.  Not  only  the  individual,  but  indi- 
reCtly  the  community  at  large,  is  benefited  by  the  ereCtion  of 
special  sanitaria  or  hospitals  for  consumptives. 

Tuberculosis,  especially  in  the  form  of  pulmonary  con¬ 
sumption,  destroys  a  larger  number  of  human  beings  than 
any  other  known  disease.  Experience  tells  us  that  by 
increased  facilities  for  discovering  the  disease  early  in  its 
course  we  can  successfully  arrest  it  in  a  large  number  of 
cases,  and  that  consumption  is  no  longer  considered  the 
absolutely  hopeless  disease  it  was  formerly  thought  to  be. 
We  are  justified  in  saying  that  slowly  but  surely  we  are 
approaching  the  time  when  tuberculosis  may  be  regarded  as 
we  now  regard  the  plague  or  small-pox  — diseases  which  were 
once  the  terror  of  the  human  race,  but  are  now  either  un¬ 
known  or  so  far  under  control  that  they  are  not  so  dreaded. 
One  of  the  chief  methods  of  combatting  the  disease  is  by 
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close  supervision,  such  as  can  be  given  best  in  sanitaria 
built  for  the  treatment  of  consumption.  The  physicians 
therefore  earnestly  ask  for  substantial  aid  in  this  work. 

Thanks  are  again  due  to  Dr.  Sarah  E.  Bond,  who  has  given 
the  patients  valuable  assistance  during  the  year.
